No, the only thing that hap- 
pened was that the names finai- 
ly were scratched off the list and 
the rest of the petition was ac- 
cepted by the department of 
state as valid. There were pum- 
erous other evident deceptions on 
that particular batch of petitions. 
Some names werte accompanied 
by non-existent ward designa- 
tions and others were written 
one after another down a page In 
the handwriting of a single per- 
son. 


Authority Limited 

This case was carried to the 
state supreme court in an effort 
to invalidate these petitions. The 
court held that under the consti- 
tution the secretary of state is 
merely a ministerial officer and 
has no authority to look behind 
the face of the petitions. It was 
held, however, that the depart- 
ment of state may eliminate 
names which are manifestly ficti- 
tious, such as “Joe Palooka”, 
no adidresses 
given; and «those listing non- 
existent wards. 

Thus the funny names served 
one important purpose. They 
were funny enough to attract 
statewide publicity and to high- 
light, at least to some degree, a 
grave weakness in the  state’s 
election machinery. The instances 
cited here are by no means all 
that could be mentioned to illus- 
trate the disregard of the pur- 
poses as to petition signing. A 


»| careful study of almost any batch 
\ . {of petitions filed to qualify 
and Mrs. David Montour over

issue for the ballot, indicates 
that this form of voting has be- 
come something of a farce. 

It might be argued whether 
signing a petition is the same as 
voting at the polls. However, 
the constitution provides the 
same qualifications. That is to 
say, only qualified electors may 
do either. The big difference 
appears to be that while there is 
ramified machinery set up to 
Prevent fraud at the polls and to 
punish the culprit who tampers 
with the ballot box, there is little 
besides his own conscience to 
deter the petition promoter. 


Constitution to Blame? 

The fault, it appears, rests prin- 
cipally with the constitution  it- 
self. In the articles dealing with 
initiatory petitions for legislation 
or constitutional amendments it 
ig provided that each section of 
a petition shall bear the affidavit 
of the persons soliciting the sig- 
natures, affirming that the signa- 
tures are genuine. 

“Such petitions so verified,” the 
constitutional provision reads, 
“shall be prima facie evidence 
that the signatures thereon are 
the persons 
signing the same are qualified 
electors.” 

Is it any wonder that the 
supreme court ruled that the 
state department could not go 
back of the face of such peti- 
tions? 

To the layman, at least, it 
seems as though something 
should be done about the situa- 
tion. Taught to regard an affidavit 
as something which cannot be 
toyed with by practical jokers or 
high pressure lobbyists, he is in- 
clined to wonder why ‘“some- 
body” doesn’t do something to 
correct the legal setup,“If that is 
what is responsible for the loose 
practices, 

Public Indifference ~ 

Of course, public indifference 
to the responsibility of petition 
signing is partially to blame, It 
is commonly admitted that per- 
sons put their names on peti- 
tions they know nothing about 
other than what the circulator 
may fell them. The recent bar- 
rage of protests made public by 
persons who said they signed 
Communist party petitions under 
the belief the documents were 
for an entirely different purpose, 
illustrates the point. 

What are the chief evils of 
promiscuous . petition signing? 
They might be classified as: 

1, Issues are put on the ballot 
that perhaps have no right to be 
there other than because an ag- 
gressive, small group wants it. 

2. Cluttering-up of the ballot 
by too many complex proposals 
serves to confuse voters and to 
distract their attention from real-

Possible Remedies

It has been suggested by some 
observers that certain of the same 
safeguards which have been 
thrown about the ballot box 
should be used to safeguard peti- 
tion signing. In other words, 
persons wishing to affix their 
names to a petition should, per- 
haps, be required to go to some 
public officer in their vicinity

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Those who favor such a rigid 
plan contend that it would elim- 
inate the various falsifications so 
prevalent now; that it would 
cause persons to think seriously 
about an issue before deciding to 
go to a polling place and sign a 
petition; and that it would tend 
to reduce the number of non-es- 
sential proposals appearing on 
the ballot. 


Ballot Restrictions 

Proponents of such a scheme 
point back to the days when 
there were no voting booths, no 
official ballots, and little if any 
secrecy at the polls. Ballot box 
stuffing, false counting, counter- 
feiting of ballots, “repeater” vot- 
ers, and impersonators were all 
too common features of election 
day. These practices have been 
either eliminated or greatly 
modified as a result of a tighten- 
ing of election restrictions. 

One of the chief reasons for 
this improvement has been the 
Australian ballot. When electors 
began to use this ballot they were 
obliged to look the entire list of 
candidates in the face so to speak. 
They were less inclined to be led 
to the polls like sheep with a 
ballot printed by their party and 
kept under surveillance while 
they dropped it into the box. One 
political commentator has said 
the Australian ballot served the 
high purpose of “putting some 
intelligence into the ‘brute vote’.” 

It is on similar grounds that 
critics condemn Michigan's pres- 
ent. petition setup and urge steps 
to improve it. They regard most 
of the petitions on file with the 
department of state as express~ 
ing nothing more than a “brute 
vote”, and they feel it is quite as 
possible and perhaps every bit 
as essential that “some _intel- 
ligence” be put into it, also.

EMBARGO ON JAPAN DEBATED 
The group inside the cabinet 
which favors a compiete stoppage 
of Japan’s raw materials of war, 
especially her oil, includes Secre-, 
tary of War Stimson, Secretary of — 


Ickes, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau--also certain admi- 
rals in the navy. Perhaps it is sig- 
nificant that the strongest auvocates 
of complete embargoes against Ja- 
pan are the three Republican mem- 
bers of the cabinet—-Stimson, Knox 
and Ickes. 

On the other hand, the state de- 
partment plus some of the admirals 
favor a go-slow policy toward Ja- 
pan. They believe in applying the 
embargoes gradually, or as Mr. 
Ickes describes it, “cutting off the 
dog’s tail by inches.” 

The state department concurs that 
cutting off Japan's oil would para- 
lyze her fleet after her present 2% 
months’ supply was exhausted. But 
they also believe it would force Ja- 
pan to move into the Dutch East 
Indies irmrnediatcly in order to get 
mere oil. 

Last week one argument over this 
point and over general naval policy 
in the Far East developed into a 
hot debate between the navy, on one 
side, and Hull and Welles on the 
other. It took place at the White 
House, in front of the President, who 
did most of the listening. 

Hull and Welles contended that if 
we stopped Japan's oil supply she 
would certainly attack the Dutch 
East Indies, and that the United 
States could not possibly afford to 
have ships in that area because they 
might be needed in Atlantic waters. 
Welles pointed out’ that the Germans 
might seize the Azores or the French 
naval base at Dakar, West Africa, 
which would menace South America. 

To this, Admiral Leahy, now gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico and one of 
Roosevelt’s closest naval advisers, 
replied: 

“Gentlemen, we don't have to 
worry about Dakar and the Azores 
now. The British fleet can still pre- 
vent Germany from taking them. 
But a few months from now it may 
be different. By next spring, or 
even this winter, the war may have 
gone against the British in the Med- 
iterranean, and then we'll have two 
oceans to defend. Now we have 
only one.”

U. S.-BORN JAPANESE 

Only insiders are aware of it, but 
the new nationality act slaps down 
another embargo on.Japan. 

It plugs up a hole in the old immi- 
gration laws which permitted Amer- 
ican-born Japanese to go to Japan, 
serve several years in the Japanese 
army, then return to the U. S. A. 
and resume citizenship. This has 
been quite common among the large 
Japanese population in Hawaii, 
where many Japanese parents con- 
sider it their duty to the emperor 
to send their children to Japan for. 
military service. 

That the new law is specifically 
aimed at Japan-—and her Axis al- 
lies—is shown by the fact that when 
the act was originally written, any- 
one who enlisted in a foreign army 
automatically forfeited citizenship. 
This would have expatriated Ameri- i 
cans serving with the Canadian and | 
British armies. 

The bill actually passed ‘the house 
in this form, but then the senate 
immigration committee did some 
editing. As finally pnssed, citizen- | 
ship is not lost if no oath of alle- | 
giance is taken. Canada and Brit- 
ain do not require the oath of Ameri- 
cans. Japan and her Axis pals do. : 

Note—The new law also provides ' 
that American parents of children 
born abroad must have resided in 
the U. S. at least 10 years prior to a 
birth in order to transmit citizen- 
ship. This is aimed at expatriates 
who retain their citizenship, with all 
its obligations on the government to ; 
protect them, but don’t think enough 


of the United States to live in it.

Decommissioned Subs Go Back to Duty 


These submarines, shown tied up at Charlestown, Mass., said their 
farewell to arms after the World war armistice in 19/8. Now they are 
getting ready to stage a comeback. These eight, and many others, will 
be recommissioned and returned to duty with the planned Atlantic fleet. 
The navy expects to have 36 of these submarines ready for duty by 
January 1. In addition, it has 104 first-line submarines, and 81 more 
which are now in the process of building.
